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THE MURDERER MUST BE FOUND.

The murder of Dr. Cronin in Chicago is
of more than local importance. The preva-
lemt beliel that the unhsppy man lost his
life beesuse in some way he incurred the en-
mity of one of the secret societies, or at least
the hatred of its presiding officer, makes the
case of interest not only to the members of
that society all over the United States, but
1o the public st large as well. Such a
terrihle oharge mo order or sociely can
afford to tamely disregard.

For the sake of justice it is unfortunste
thut the investigation of this mysterions
deed should have devolved upon the police
of Chicago, who have an uneaviable reputa-
tion for making rather thau unraveling
mysteries, and for sllowing the guilty
parties to make their escape easily and con-
veniently. From the dstailsof the cave
already before us it would seem that the
officials of the Clan-Ns-Gsel can give effi-
cient aid to the police in discovering the
murderer and the circumstances of the
bloody deed.

We deem it essentially important that the
secret of Dr. Cronin's assassination should
be brought to light, beeause the policy of
assassination ought to be erushed at once if
there be any in this free land who counte-
nance it, and if it be & murder for sordid
reasons, for money, for personal revenge or
out of mere brutality, it is extremely de-
sirable that an honorable organization of
men should be relieved of the odium of con-
nection with so horrid a crime as quickly as
possible,

ETATE AND NATIONAL DEFICITS.

The ominousery of “deficits” has been
raised simultancourly inthe treasury of this
State snd that of the nation. In the Istter
case the defieiency that looms up is likely to
canse a good deal of inconvenience in the
Pension Burean. Governor Beaver is
whittling awny at the appropriation bills in
order to  bring them within the margin of
the revenues, and he has some work to do,
=5 the sgeregate revenues are estimated at
11,151,067 Yor the two years to come, and
the aggregate appropriation amounts to
§12,977 263,

1t appears that the deficiency in the Pen-
sion Buresu, which is considered likely to
amount to $15,000,000 before the end of the
fiseal vear is due 1o the fact that General
Black, when he was Commissioner of Pen-
sions, did not ask for & sufficiently large ap-
propristion. He assumed that the expendi-
tures of his burean would not exceed those
of last year, namely, §30,400,000, whereas, it
is well known that the pension list must be-
come¢ bigger each year for some time to
come.

AN INNOCUOUS MOKROPOLY.

The story that the Standard Oil Company
wns buying bulldogs for the Lims oil
fields, turns ont to have been based upon
the faot that the “bull-dogs” are powerful
jncks, or machinery used for raising heavy
weights. This is disappointing. We can
hardly imsgine any staple of commerce
which the public would more willingly see
the Siandard Oil Compaoy monopolize than
the supply of bulldogs. The bulldog has
a few admireble qualities. His chiefl one,
that of holding on to whatever he geis hold
of with & very tight grip, is entirely har-
monious with the great corporstion that was
supposed to be absorbing the supply of that
unhandsome but determined smimal. At
the ssme time his undesirable qualities
are such that the public could wery well
spare him to the Standard Oil Company.
If the Standard would take charge of the
bulldog interests of this country, it might
keep it 5 busy that it would pot encroach
wpon other more useful and generally desir-
uble fieclds of enterprise. Probably, how-
ever, we should resognize the practicsl im-
possibility of the reported scheme from the
faot that the bulldog is altogether too
honest an animal to serve the purpose of the
Brandard.

THE NEW FAST GROWING OLD.

The kighly amusing report which got out
8t Washington that the Government thought
of pulling down our new Postaffice building
and starting the structure anew, might, of
course, on sight, safely be set down mss
mere lnnoenouns sddition to the humorous
literature on the subject.  But considering
that the beginnings of the building are al-
rendy shrouded in the mists of relative
sntiquity, he would be a bold prophet who
would undertake to say surely when the first
ol Uncle S8am’s mails isto be distributed
from the new quarters.

This and other posioffice bulldings—this
probably more than any of the others—are
&0 immense advertisement of the Govern-
ment's incompetence as & builder. What
would be thought of private busivess done
in such fashion? 'What merchant or
banker, or firm of architects or contractors,
working on their own sccount, or to the
arder of private patrens, would linger 14
years or more over an edifice of the size of
the Pittsburg Posioffice, and then not see
the end?

On the theory that the republic is to last,
that our form of government is for all time,
some substantial plea might be put in tg
extenuals the way Unele Bam
builds; but villages become towns, and towns
grow iuto grest oities, babies become men

and women, and & gensration passes from
the earth while Searstaries of the Treasury,

, Bupervising Architeots, super-
intendents and contractors wrangle over the
simple problem of puiting upa threestory
building. There are measures of delay that
are pardonable, and there is a ciroumspestion
which is commendable, in the architects and
builders’ ealling, but the long-drawn-out ia-
dulgence in both, as in the Pittsburg ‘Post-
office, is really quite too-tos. Hurry up,
geatiemen!

BISMARCK IN JOURNALIEM.

On more than one oceasion Prince Bis
marck bas shown his bostility o the press,
and has beeh quoted as wishing it could be
wiped ont of existence. The Iron Chancel-
lor has been greatly irritated at times by
the opposition papers, but hia hostility to
the press as an institution has by no means
gone fo thst extreme of preventing his
using such papers as he can for hisown
purposes, Prince Bismarck has his organs
that sound for him in more or less official
tones in varions parts of Germsany. These
are known and their utterances are closely
watohed for. But something new in Bis-
marck's character has been developed in
London, from which comes the interesting
news that s trial in court developed the
fact that no less a paper than the 5t James
Gazette is being conducted in the interest of
the German Chancellor.

Papers are conducted in the interest of
parties, and some in the interest of corpors-
tions, but it is something new for & promi-
nent journal published in one capital, osten-
sibly as the organ of a certain shade of its
public opinion, to really have its policy dic-
tated by the chief of a foreign Government.
Politics, which is said to make strange bed-
fellows, seems to do many other things that
are, to say the least, peculiar.

This effort of Bismarck to mold the
opinions of people outside Germany by
means of the public prints is no more sur-
prising than many otber gueer things in
his history. It issn effori, bowever, that
people will not be slow to resent. A man
doesn't care to have either his physical or
mental food dootored for him without his
knowledge,

LEGAL MILLINERY.

The nice legal questions which are likely
to srise when millinery is taken to be & vital
part of justioe received an illustration in a
Montreal court recently. The Judge in that
court reprimanded one of the counsel for
wesaring & tweed suit under his gown, &nd
insisted that justice could not be dispensed
in that tribunal properly except under the
presiding influence of broadeloth. Thelaw-
ver was disposed to claim that the texture
of the suit which he wore under his silk
gown was not important. It was the tex-
ture of the suit which he urged in court on
behalf of his client, that ought to occupy the
attention of the bensch. Moreover he filed
exceptions to the view of the Court by
pointing out that the Judge had just the
same right to inguire asto the guality of
the underclothing he wore, as to criticise the
other garments coversd by the @gis of the
silk gown. But the Judge, notwithstand-
ing the ingeniousness and eloquence of this
ples was inexorable. Broadeoloth must be
worn with silk gowns, unless the appelate
court overrules the Montreal jurist,

Besides the authoritative declaration of
this eardinsl principle of eartorisl law, the
case is important as showing the varied and
intricate questions which come up when
once we begin to make millinery a feature
of justice. In England the rules extend to
preseribing & hideous horse-hair wig sz a
gine gua mon before counsel can seek
justice for their clients,. When this is
done, we se¢ mo reason why the bench
should not investigate the eondition of the
lawyers' linen, or prescribe the frequency
with which they must change their stock-
ings. Tt might be entirely beneficial for the
bar to have the Court set up a standard of
purity for legal collars snd cuffs; but we
do not believe that it will work any public
benefit in improving the quality of the law.
Some of the greatest legal lights of the
country have been far from immaculate in
their dress. Imagine Jere Black in a silk
gown !
